Quick Start 

Setting up the Microsoft Home CD-ROM 
sampler is very straightforward. The disc’s 
setup procedure creates a sub-directory on 
your hard disk and installs the necessary 




Quick-starting the Microsoft Home Sampler... 

Just select ‘File’ from the Windows Program 
Manager menu, then select ‘Run’. Use ‘Browse’ to 
select the SETUP.EXE file on the CD-ROM, then 
simply double-click the new icon... 

files. It will also create a new program 
group and icons on your Windows desktop. 

With Windows running, insert the disc 
in your CD-ROM drive. In the Windows 
Program Manager, select run... from the 
file menu. Enter D: \setup.exe (where D: 
is your CD-ROM drive), and click the OK 
button to continue. 

The default sub-directory name for the 
installation is C : \MSHOME but you can enter a 
different name if you want to. After clicking 
the Install button on the next screen, you’ll 
also be given a choice of whether you want 
to place the icons in an existing program 
group, or create a new one. 

Following this, the program checks to 
ensure you have sufficient hard disk space 
(you’ll need about 2Mb), and then carries 
out the rest of the installation. 

If you want to make changes to the 
installation later, or remove it, simply re- 
run the Setup program. You can do this, 
either by using the Windows file, run... 
pull-down menu and selecting the 
setup . exe program again, or simply by 
double-clicking the Sampler Setup icon. 

Further information on the disc is 
given in the Sampler Read Me file. 



Installing the Games 

Once you’ve installed the main CD Sampler 
program, you can run it to install the eight 
free Windows games in the Custom 
Entertainment Pack. In the main Category 
screen, click the button labelled ‘Click to 
Load Free Software’. This will install the 
games on your hard disk, in a sub-directory 
named D:\ep. 

You’ll need about 2Mb of free hard disk 
space for the games, and the installation 
routine will automatically create a new 
program group in Windows, called Custom 
Entertainment Pack. A separate icon for 
each game will be placed in the new group, 
and you can double-click any of these to 
launch the games you want to run. 




▲ Once you’ve installed the main CD Sampler 
program and run it, you’ll notice a blue button 
under the Microsoft Home logo. This is for 
installing the eight free Windows games. 

Howto run video clips 

To run video clips, you’ll need Video for 
Windows. The setup routine checks to see 
whether you have Video for Windows on 
your system already, and if you don’t, it will 
automatically install a runtime edition of 
version 1.1. For best results when viewing 
video clips, Windows should be set to 256 
colours at a screen resolution of 640x480 
pixels. If you’re not sure about the screen 
setup, refer to your Windows handbook.

Windows Quick Start 

If you’ve used one of our coverdiscs before 
and still have a CD-ROM Today icon on 
your Windows desktop, you can use it to 
launch this disc as well. 




Quick-starting the coverdisc on the PC... Just 
select ‘File’ from the Windows Program Manager 
menu, then select ‘New’. Use ‘Browse’ to select 
the CDRTODAY.EXE file, then simply double-click 
the new icon... 

If this is your first CD-ROM Today 
disc, insert it, and from the Windows 3.1 
Program Manager, select new... from the 
file menu. Choose new program item and 
enter the details shown above (where D: is 
your CD-ROM drive). 

You’ll notice a bit of Windows silliness 
when you click OK in the dialog box. A 
message suggests that the CD-ROM is on a 
network path, and that the file may not be 
available later. This just means you can’t 
run the program unless the disc is in the 
drive. When the prompt asks if you want to 
continue, simply click the Yes button. 

This creates a new icon that you can 
double-click to launch CD-ROM Today. 
The icon will be placed in the program 
group that you were in when you ran the 
file, new... command. If you would rather 
have the icon in a different group, simply 
select it with the mouse, and holding the 
left button down, drag it to another group. 

You can also copy the icon file 
(cdrtoday . ICO) to your hard drive and then 
select it with the change icon option. This 
means that Windows won’t lose the icon 
picture if you change screen resolution or 
colour depth later on. 



DOS Quick Start 

We’ve tried to make installing and running 
DOS demos as simple as possible, with our 
specially designed front end. At the DOS 
prompt of your CD-ROM drive (normally 
drive D:) just type GO, then press the Return 
key on your keyboard. 

A menu screen will appear on the screen 
with buttons for choosing the various DOS 
demos. There are two pages in the menu; 
one for CD-ROM drives set as drive D: and 
the other for drives set as E:. 

Some DOS programs will run directly 
from the disc, while others might need a few 
files to be installed on your hard disk. In this 
case, there will be a pop-up menu for Install 
and Run choices.

Editor Matthew Richards finds it’s CD-ROM everywhere... 






► Comdex Fall is the biggest computer 
show in the world, invading most of Las 
Vegas for its 2,000 exhibitors and 
200,000 visitors. This year, most of the 
prime site of the Sands Exhibition 
Centre was given over to PC CD-ROM 
and multimedia. 



► Visitors were so keen that the foyer 
began to fill up two hours before the 
doors to the main halls were even open.

as Vegas - it’s all glamour, 
glitz, and gambling. But 
during the third week of 
November, it was also host 
the biggest computer show in 
the world. A vast acreage of 
convention centre and exhibition floor 
space across the town bristled with 
new technology, as more than 
200,000 visitors made 1 994’s 
Comdex Fall a world record event. 
Organisers, The Interface Group, are 
expecting the 1 995 show to be even 
bigger: more than 2,350 exhibitors 
had signed up, even before the four- 
day 1 994 event had drawn to a close. 

So who was there? Well, just 
about everybody from Aartronics to 
ZyXEL, and from Star Trek Klingons, 
to Dr Ruth (she’s even shorter in real 
life), who was promoting her new 
CD-ROM. Microsoft’s stand alone 



was the size of your average 
computer show, and Bill Gates gave 
the first of the keynote speeches. 
Unfortunately, they could only fit the 
first 7,000 attendees into the hotel 
theatre at the Aladdin, but a further 
3,000 watched at video conferencing 
sites along the Vegas Strip. 

During his speech, Gates 
unveiled a new Microsoft project, 
codenamed Marvel, which will put a 
multimedia-rich on-line service direct 
into the Windows ’95 desktop. He 
went on to say that there was a 
tremendous explosion of PCs in the 
home (not literally we hope) but that 
less than 1 0 per cent of owners used 
PCs on a regular basis. Clearly, the 
services were not exciting enough, 
and this was a big area of opportunity. 

But, of course, multimedia isn’t 
limited to on-line services. With the 
success of CD-ROM, it has become 
an integral part of computing today, 
especially in the consumer market. 

Last year, the multimedia section 
of Comdex was said to have really 
come of age - it was the year of 
multimedia. Exhibitors even shared 
their very own overgrown tent 
opposite the Las Vegas Convention 
Centre (one of the main sites). 



But this year it was something 
else again. In the main two-storey 
exhibition centre at the Sands Hotel, 
the whole of the ground floor was 
consumed by multimedia exhibits. Half 
the second floor was taken over as 
well. It was absolute chaos! Hundreds 
of stands showed off the imagery, and 
more distractingly, the sound 
capabilities of new products. Big 
speakers were the order of the day 
and as the crescendo reached its 
peak around the halls, visitors stood 
and shouted with exhibitors - it was a 
bit like trying to hold involved, 
technical conversations in a disco. 

CD-ROM was everywhere. There 
were discs for little kids, big kids, 
teenagers, grown-ups and a fair bit of 
really ‘adult’ stuff as well. It was 
interesting that last year, the porn on 
CD stands was a real show-stopper, 
clogging aisles for yards around. This 
year, there was far less interest; so 
either Las Vegas is putting bromide in 
the drinks, or the quality of new stuff 
has become a lot more interesting. 

Many of the titles we’ve reviewed 
were the real stars of the show, but 
there was also phenomenal interest in 
MPEG (Motion Picture Experts 
Group). Boards for playing full-screen, 
full-motion and White Book video 
CDs were everywhere, with lots of 
suppliers vying for a place in the 
market. More surprisingly, there were 
also video encoding boards for the 
PC on show. In the past, the 
complicated algorithms for generating 
MPEG compressed video required 
powerful UNIX systems, but the 
speed of development for PC-based 
encoding has surprised everyone. 

Overall, CD-ROM and 
multimedia generated by far and away 
the most interest among everyone 
who attended Comdex Fall. We can 
expect to see some brilliant new 
developments over the coming year.

CD-ROM is wonderful! No, I mean it - 
CD may not be the leading edge of PC 
technology, but it allows us to do 
things we couldn't do before. 

Nobody can fail to be impressed by 
some of the latest 'edutainment' titles, 
such as the Broderbund Living Books, 
or the range from the innovative 
British publishing house, Dorling 
Kindersley. The sheer volume of 
information which is provided on these 
discs is matched by faultless 
presentation. It all combines to give 
you that ’Just five more minutes...' 
feeling when you're using it. 

If it's so great, why have the 
business software publishers largely 
ignored it? Yes, I know that many can 
and do now supply their products on 
CD-ROM, but these are usually just a 
replacement for dozens of floppy disks 

- the software isn't often enhanced. 

There were a few early efforts, the 
multimedia editions of Microsoft 
Works, and Lotus 1-2-3, for example. 
These add multimedia help and 
tutorials to existing products, mainly to 
help new users get to grips with the 
package - a sort of interactive training 
video on disc. 

Other than that, most CD-ROM 
editions of business applications 
usually consist of a floppy disk-based 
product plus loads of clip art and fonts 

- that's not exactly an adventurous use 
of the new technology. 

Corel, at least, recognises that it's 
cheaper to distribute software this 
way, and sells the CD version of 
CorelDRAW! 5 for £200 less than the 
floppy one. 

Operating systems are the latest 
type of software to benefit from the 
masses of space on CD. Installing 
Windows NT or OS/2 Warp from a large 
stack of floppies wouldn't be a quick or 
trivial operation, but, again, the end 
result is the same. 

For CD to make the same impact in 
the business world as it has in leisure, 
we’re waiting for the ground-breaking 
package - the one that says to people 
’You must get a CD-ROM drive just to 
run this'.

Manufacturers marry multimedia and television 

Introducing PCTV 



® icture your television. Now 
your PC. Two completely 
separate objects, right? 
Well, this might not be the 
case for very much longer. A 
single home entertainment machine 
combining a television, PC and 
CD-ROM multimedia is just around 
the corner. 

ICL is a major renovator of the 
traditional view of the PC as an office 
machine, or a nerd’s toy. It plans to hit 
the market in the next couple of 
months with its all-in-one PCTV. 

Coming in a styled grey-black box 
that resembles a standard portable 
television, the PCTV contains a 
1 4-inch colour television and a 
minimum of a 486SX2 PC running at 
50MHz. At the top end of the range, 
the PCTV will contain a Pentium chip, 
and although no prices have been 
confirmed yet, unofficial estimates 
start at around £1 ,300. 

With a built-in double speed 
CD-ROM drive and NICAM stereo 



speakers, the PCTV will work as an 
audio CD-player as well. 

Internally, it includes a 1 6-bit 
sound card and a minimum 4Mb RAM 
with a 420Mb hard drive. There will 
be enough space inside to upgrade 
the memory and add an MPEG card 
for Video CD, and some machines are 
likely to come with MPEG capability 
as standard. 

You’ll be able to use an infra-red 
remote to control both television 
programming and the cursor. Mouse 
and joystick ports are at the front of 
the machine and the easily removable 
keyboard includes a trackball. 

One of the most useful things 
about the PCTV, ICL claims, is that it 
will include a ‘smart’ graphical 
interface which will automatically 
configure your machine to the various 
kinds of software that you’re using. So 
you will be able to move quickly 
between DOS games, Windows 
applications and your favourite 
television programmes. 

However, stiff 
competition for 
ICL’s PCTV is 
already on the 
market. Olivetti 
has recently 
added a PC 
television to its 
PCS range of 
multimedia 
computers. 

Although 
the PCS

Although gingerbread has apparently little 
relevance to the problems of the main characters in 
this disc, it is the Gingerbread Man’s image that 
ties the disc together as he appears in their 
thoughts. The Residents got this motif from an old 
children’s story about a 
gingerbread boy, baked by 
a childless woman, who 
comes to life and runs 
away from home.

games - or, as they like to be 
called, ‘interactive movies’. 

Building on the successes of 
titles like The 7th Guest and The 
Journeyman Project , but learning 
from their mistakes, these games 
are roping in top-quality 
Hollywood talent to attract a new 
audience of non-gameplaying 
computer users. 

Well, in this case at least, ‘top- 
quality’ might be a little strong - 
names like Brian Keith, Margot 
Kidder and Russell Means will 
only be known to a few buffs — but 



there’s always the voice of James 
Earl Jones, a precious commodity 
that has seemingly become de 
rigeur for any halfway serious 
multimedia production. 

So, anyway, to the game. 
Beneath all the glossy pretensions, 
this is a remarkably conventional 
adventure. You take control of a 
single character - a rumpled 
private detective with the unlikely 
monicker of Tex Murphy - and 
steer him through a series of 
puzzling encounters, searching 
locations, collecting objects and 
using these artefacts to progress 
further.

Giant steps are what you take . . . 

Under a Killing Moon is a complex and initially baffling mixture of different elements. Certainly 
those uninitiated in the ways of adventure games will have their work cut out making head or 
tail of it. But here’s a brief breakdown of the four basic parts... 




Cinematic cut-scenes: lengthy 
movie sequences drive the plot, 
coming after the completion of each 
section. In addition, some of your 
actions will result in shorter scenes, 
like this piano-playing episode. 






Exploration: Most of your time will 
be spent wandering around 
beautifully-rendered 3D 
environments, from the mundane 
(this hotel bedroom) to the fantastic 
(this Earth-orbiting Eden). 




Conversation: to progress through 
the adventure, you’ll also have to 
talk to the various characters you 
encounter in your explorations. 
Three choices of dialogue offer 
themselves at every encounter. 





Puzzles: most of the puzzles 
require you to find an object (such 
as this wine glass), then ‘use’ it to 
perform an action in a different 
place. There are other sub-puzzles, 
too, like this annoying control panel. 




Much of the action sees you 
probing nooks and corners for 
hidden clues in this way; but 
there’s another major aspect to the 
game: in your travels, you’ll come 
across a fairly substantial number 
of other characters, with whom 
you can ‘converse’ to glean vital 
pieces of information. 

This is where the game turns, 
allegedly, into an ‘interactive 
movie’, because each of these 
characters is played by an actor, 
whose filmed responses will alter 
depending on the manner in which 
you steer your conversation. 
Introduce yourself politely and 
you’ll probably find people fairly 
receptive to your pleas for 
information; continually make 
sarcastic personal remarks and 
you’ll find their responses 
somewhat tougher. 

What we have, then, is an 
interesting and largely successful 
balance between hands-on 
gameplay and more passive movie- 
style sequences. The free- 
movement sections are great; most 
objects are hidden cunningly 
behind, under or on top of other

items, and you often have to 
crouch, or look up and down, to 
find them. With the locations 
looking so gloriously realistic, 
there’s a real thrill to be gained 
from this process of detection. 

The film-based sections build 
on this action, with a complex plot 
gradually revealing itself, to absorb 
you further into the game’s fantasy 
world. . . or that’s the theory, at 
least. Unfortunately, the acting is 



patchy, the humour lame and the 
script, on the whole, pretty terrible. 

It’s just so disappointing to see 
Under a Killing Moon break new 
ground technically, with nicely- 
integrated video footage, and take 
real trouble over its gameplay, 
supplying you with a variety of well 
thought-out puzzles, then blow it 
all with some characters and 
dialogue that are really nothing 
short of embarrassing. 

The lengthy introduction 
sequence, a confusing collection of 
empty cliches, gets things off to a 
very poor start, and the game never 
really recovers. Mixing genres with 
naive abandon, it lurches 
continually from retro-detective to 
sci-fi to horror to slapstick, 
completely failing to create a 
consistent tone or atmosphere. 

Fundamental errors of 
judgement - endless wisecrack 
remarks that just aren’t funny; the 
lazy, derivative plot; a monotonous 
stream of half-dressed and sexually 
provocative female characters - are 
compounded by an intrusively self-

conscious directorial style. 

There are technical problems, 
too. Every time you move into a 
new location, for example, a huge 
amount of data needs to be read 
from the CD, resulting in a wait of 
around twenty seconds. It’s just 
about bearable, but happens with 
such frequency that, at times, you 
will find it a genuine irritation. 

And while the locations themselves 
are, for the most part, impressively 
solid and convincing, many of the 
objects within them exist only as 
two-dimensional sprites, so they 
often appear as cardboard props, 
which ruins the illusion. 

But, despite all these faults, 
Under a Killing Moon still manages 
to hold your attention. It is, after 
all, an extremely ambitious piece of 
work, and you stick with it through 
all the dodgy bits because, once 
every now and then, it really does 



surprise you with something you’ve 
never seen before. 

The ‘comedy’ may be more 
miss than hit, but can raise a titter 
from time to time. And there’s a 
great end sequence. But the 
puzzles are, without doubt, the 
best thing about the game. They 
make a kind of common sense, 
while still being (usually) lateral 
enough to require a bit of thought. 
There are even a few red herrings. 

So, despite all my reservations, 
I did find the adventure sufficiently 
interesting to merit completion. 

For the record, this took around 14 
hours; whether you believe this 
represents sufficient value for 
money is a matter entirely between 
you and your wallet. I had to use 
the excellent on-line help system 
three times - twice near the 
beginning and once right at the

As I stated at the beginning, 
then, Under a Killing Moon is a 
mixed bag of irreconcilable pros 
and cons. And as such, it’s almost 
impossible to give it a rating. I’ve 
erred on the generous side, 
though, because I do feel that it 
achieves something, despite its 
many off-putting characteristics. 

There’s an infectious 
enthusiasm about the whole 
production; it has a refreshing 
energy that suggests the team 
genuinely believed it was doing 
something new and important. 
Yes, it can lapse into cliche and, 
yes, it can be very frustrating but, 
gosh-darn it, I kind of liked it. 
And that’s all I can say.

Nutcracker, Swan Lake, Sleeping Beauty - the music is familiar, but what's 
the best way to get into the dancing? This Bolshoi Ballet CD-ROM could be 
a step in the right direction. Rob Ainsley puts on his tutu and finds out. 



he Bolshoi Ballet - or, 
if you want to assume a 
Russian accent, the 
Bal-shoooi Ba-lyet - is 
the most famous in the 
world, and this CD-ROM 
offers you this celebrated 
company in a way no combination 
of book, video and CD could. 

You get half- minute video 
clips of the Bolshoi in action (40 
minutes in all), accompanying 
sound extracts played by the 
Bolshoi Orchestra (an hour in all) 
plus still pictures and background 
notes (a small book’s worth) from 
six ballets: Tchaikovsky’s 
Nutcracker , Swan Lake and Sleeping 
Beauty, Prokofiev’s Romeo and 
Juliet and Ivan the Terrible , and 
Khachaturian’s Spartacus. 

Familiar music, but what 
about the dancing? The program 
doesn’t attempt to explain any 
theory - if you don’t know a jete 
from an entrechat you won’t be 
enlightened. But you don’t need to 
be. All the plots are explained 
clearly as you click page-by-page 
through the ballets, and at the 
critical points you are presented 
with the video extracts of the 
dancing: the language of ballet 
movement becomes clearer when 
it’s so firmly put in context like 
this. The Bolshoi’s sets and 
choreography are firmly traditional 
- tutus aplenty in Swan Lake , for

example. And the dancing is of the 
high standard you’d expect, 
although it’s terribly difficult to 
make it out in the small window of 
grainy, colourless video. There’s an 
full-screen MPEG version of this 
disc available, though, which 
rectifies this problem. 

The musical extracts were 
recorded live, and give a great 
feeling of ‘being there’ - a dry 
acoustic sound and audience 
applause in the spectacular bits, 
such as the Chinese and Russian 
dances in the Nutcracker. But 
again, compression works against

the sound-quality: long high notes 
(flutes, oboes, violins) burble a 
little irritatingly. 

Background text is generally 
very good and incisive when 
related to the ballets. But, as 
translations from Russian usually 
are, it can be text-bookish (not 
enticing for kids), and - again 
characteristically Russian - gets 
fidgety about Tchaikovsky’s ? 
homosexuality (“an aberration in 
his emotional make-up”: come on, 
this is 1995!). Some essential biog 
stuff ought to have been included 
- you’re never told the composers’ 
dates, for example. You can’t move 
around very freely either - move 
out of a ballet sequence to find 
more about what all the symbolism 
means and you have to start at the 
beginning of the ballet again. You 
can see on screen (or print) piano 
versions of the Tchaikovsky 
extracts, but click to hear the 
orchestra and nothing indicates 
which notes are playing - you have 
to be able to follow a score. 

But overall this offers 
something unique. It’s a great way 
of getting into these superb ballets 
and will definitely increase your 
enjoyment and understanding of 
six masterpieces.

when you’re looking at fish, but 
generally disappointing.

Today has covered 
' more or less every' kind 

of multimedia disc 
imaginable, and yet this is 
the second time weVe 
group- tested atlases. Are we 
getting repetitive? Well, no: not by 
any means. 

Certain types of reference 
work are ideally suited to 
multimedia, especially 
encyclopedias and atlases. For that 
reason, a number of publishers are 
tempted to try to do it better than 
their rivals, and so newer, better 
approaches are constantly being 
tried. It’s also true to say that CD- 
ROM is still being explored, and its 
capacities constantly stretched. 

This new batch of atlases is 
very different from the set of four 
we reviewed in mm2 - and if 
you’re keen on buying an atlas, I’d 
strongly recommend that you refer 
back to that article. Six months 
ago, the emphasis was on 
traditional maps, digitised or 
redrawn: now, some new 
approaches are being tried. 

The best example of this is our 
first atlas this month, Electronic 
Arts’ 3D Atlas. Instead of 
presenting a set of flat maps just 
like you’d find in a printed atlas, 



EA have constructed a Virtual 
globe’ from satellite images, which 
is interesting not only because it 
makes for an intriguing way of 
exploring the countries and cities 
of the world, but also because it is 
much closer to the full potential of 
computer-based multimedia, doing 
something that you simply couldn’t 
do in print. 

Our other three atlases this 
month also try out many new ideas, 
but one thing that really struck me 
when I was putting them through 
their paces was that none of them 
has aimed to be comprehensive in 
the obvious function of an atlas - 
maps. In actual fact, none of them 
offers a level of detail that you 
would expect from a really 
comprehensive printed atlas. 
They’re all at about the level of a 
basic, 30-page school atlas. 

By far the most comprehensive 
CD-ROM atlas to date has been 
DeLorma’s Global Explorer , which 
achieved a score of ‘Very good’ and 
the Best Buy award in d^ssue 2 
group test. If you’re liter detailed 
maps and you’re not too interested 
in postcard pictures or geography 
lessons, this is still the one to go 
for. It costs around £117 from 
Logix (* 0181 763 2888).

The world's not fiat. Why should 
your atlas be? You might reply that 
a flat atlas would generally take up 
more than a quarter of the screen: 
the main display in 3D Atlas is a 
‘virtual globe’ of somewhat limited 
dimensions, though in use this 
doesn’t often seem a problem. 

There are actually three globes 
on offer: a multi-coloured political, 
a green-blue-brown relief, or a 
photo-based ‘environmental’ globe. 
You can spin whichever globe you 
pick with clicks of the mouse, and 
zoom in on any area you want. 

Each globe is composed from 
satellite photographs and it’s been 
done very well: when you can see 
the whole globe, the peripheral 
countries curve away to the 



horizon in a convincing manner. 
When you zoom right in you can 
navigate across the terrain, without 
even noticing where images have 
been integrated. 

Rather than clutter the map 
with lots of labels, the atlas shows 
no names until you ask for them. 
Click on an unidentified area and 
that country’s borders will be 
highlighted and its name appears. 

There’s a comprehensive 
menu system to help you pick out 
any country, city, continent, 
volcano, sea or other element. 

Additional information is 
supplied in a one-line display: any 
city you pick out, for example, has 
its latitude and longitude and its 
population listed. With countries, 
however, there’s more. Each 
nation has a single screen of 
information covering basic facts 
such as population, currency, 
languages, religions, major cities 
and a brief history, plus postc 
photographs. In every case th s 
the national flag, and in i

cases there are other flags, too. 

This national information is 
likely to seem somewhat shallow 
for any particular country you pick, 
so look on it as an added extra. Far 
more impressive is the wealth of 
statistical and geographical extras 
which would be useful in an

educational environment. 

The database of statistics is 
enormous. It’s an incredible 
resource of data and, even better, 
the figures can be viewed in a 
number of different types of chart. 
You can even graph many sets of 
statistics against other sets in a 
‘scatter chart’. 

The other main feature is a set 
of what might be called ‘lessons’ on 
specific topics. Some are videos, 
with narration: the rendered ‘3D 
Flights’ are rather pathetic, while 
the ‘biome’ examples - short mini- 
documentaries - are useful, if 
rather trivial. 

The non-video elements are 
better. Photographs have been put 
together as narrated ‘time-lapse’ 
animations, which are quite 
informative, but the best bits are 
the alternative globes. These are

This is version 5 of the Software 
Toolworks atlas that we reviewed 
issue 2 - World Atlas is updated 
regularly to keep pace with 
changes in national borders - but 
it has not been radically changed. 
EA’s 3D Atlas does a similar job in 
a much more up-to-date style. 

World Atlas takes the most 
popular approach as far as 
mapping detail goes. The basic 
atlas is composed of political maps, 
and zooms in from a world map, 
to a continental one, to national 
maps. Certain major cities enjoy 
the honour of a basic street map - 
London and Manchester, for 
example - but detail isn’t sufficient 
for them to be of any use. The 
same applies to national maps. 



Each country has a number of 
cities marked; a search facility lets 
you seek out any of these and you 
can calculate the distance between 
any two cities. So far so good - but 
EA’s 3D Atlas can do the same, 
and has a lot more to it besides. 

Take, for example, the relief 
and topographical maps, a new 
addition to this version of World 
Atlas. Both types of map can be 
accessed at the click of a button, 
but what you get are maps of an 
entire continent which are not 
detailed enough to satisfy curiosity, 
never mind provide data for serious 
study. The more detailed 3D Atlas 
goes all the way to national level 
with its relief and photographic 
mapping, and it’s more interesting. 

What World Atlas does do 
much better than 3D Atlas is to 
integrate its statistics with the 
maps. Look at a map and click the 
Info button and you get screens of 
facts and figures about the country 
you’re viewing: there’s no 
fancy about the presentati

Which means what, exactly?

which is a sort of time- atlas.

So 
let’s strap on a jet-pack and take a look at their view of American cities.

If we click 
on the rectangle representing 
New York, we’re offered this 
set of miniatures of the 
satellite views on offer, each 
one a square; as we move the 
mouse pointer over a square, 
its name appears. 



Using the Interrobang 
button, we can bring up a 
screen with information 
about the photo we’re 
seeing. It also has an essay 
on the history and human 
geography of the city. 



Click on a square and we can see 
New York from on high, but we can 
zoom in further yet. 



Here we are at maximum zoom, 
and we can make out all sorts of 
landmarks. But what are we looking 
at? Well, we can find out. 



Using the special magnifying glass, we can reveal a road map that tells us what we’re looking at. Wherever we drag the 
magnifying glass with the mouse, the map is revealed, aligned exactly (more or less) with the satellite image. 
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of the United States, on which the 
available satellite close-ups are 
marked as rectangles. You click on 
a rectangle and a miniature is 
displayed. Put the mouse pointer 
over one of the square miniature 
images and the area’s name 
appears beneath in a kind of 
caption, telling you what city, or 
area of a city you’re looking at. 

Click on a miniature that 
interests you and it is blown up to 
full-screen size, at which point you 
can click a magnifying glass 
pointer over any area of the image 
to zoom in (some images have two 
levels of zoom available, others 
only one). You can then scroll 
around the image, revealing areas 
that are off-screen and, if there is a 
neighbouring image available, you 
can scroll across to that. 

And essentially, that’s what 
it’s all about. Zoom in and look at 
a satellite image of a city. It’s 
reasonably interesting - the level of 
detail is such that you

lacks any decent explanation of 
what you’re looking at. 

The publisher, Cambrix, has 
come up with two methods of 
telling you what you’re seeing, but 
neither actually works very well. 
First there’s the amusingly named 
‘Interrobang’ button on the control 



panel, which brings up a screen 
with a long, scrolling piece of text. 
While this provides an interesting 
historical and geographical 
background on the city in 
question, it doesn’t explain 
individual features to look out for 
on the satellite image. 

The other explanatory device 
is a magnifying glass that appears 
over the satellite image: a road 
map of the area you’re looking at is 
displayed in its lens. As you move 
the lens around the screen, the 
road map is updated to relate 
directly to the satellite picture. 

This is a good idea, but sadly 
proves of little help since the road 
map doesn’t explain many of the 
interesting sights on the satellite 
image. For example, I found an 
interesting-looking stadium in the 
middle of New York: is it famous 
for baseball or football? I moved 
the magnifying glass over it, but all 
it gave me was the label ‘Stadium’. 

A similar Satellite Atlas 
covering Britain would be vastly 
more interesting for a British 
audience - if only because you 
could look for your own house - 
and I can see many uses for it in 
education. American cities are 
unlikely to appeal to UK buyers. 

But even if this were about 
British cities, it wouldn’t be 
satisfactory until a decent method 
had been arranged by which the 
user could find out what he dr she 
was looking at. .

A smart little feature of the 
game is that the more noise you 
make around the place, the more 
active the house becomes. So, if 
you get the place rocking to your 
organ music, ghosts, vampires and 
monsters will start appearing. And 
the more you stir it up, the more 
likely it is you’ll find some keys. 

All you have with you is a bag 
to hold the objects you must collect 
and the keys you find. Rarely, 
however, will you open a chest and 
just find a key. More likely, you’ll 
find strange objects like rat pies, 
bouncing balls, slices of cheese, 
barrels of toxic waste or loose 
eyeballs. You have to stick them in 
your bag for later. 



Then, when the monsters pop 
up, you can bribe them. Give the 
vampiress a bottle of blood and she 
may reward you with a key. Or go 
downstairs to the torture chamber 
and try to catch a ghoul in a trap. 

The only real flaw of The 
Ultimate Haunted House is that it 
might be just a little difficult for 
many children to understand 
exactly what it is that they’re 
supposed to do. 

But it’s a well crafted and 
funny game, with plenty 
of extras to keep them 
howling for hours.

rench was the subject I 
dreaded most at 
school. At least I was 
thankful I wasn’t being 
taught by the 
immersion (no English) 
process. I was certain that, 
thrown in at the deep end, it 
would have been sink not swim for 
me if I’d had to relinquish my 
beloved mother tongue. But then I 
never did learn French properly. 

Of the many CD-ROM 
language packages, only a handful 



use immersion. One such is I Speak 
French from the Multimedia 
Language System series. 

Simplicity is the key to I Speak 
French. All you have to do is click 
on one of six vocabulary areas, and 
a variety of simple games and 
dialogue options become available. 
Topics include food and drink, 
numbers, in the house, places and 
travel, people and doing things - 
all you need to get on your way. 

There are three levels of 
difficulty, with the easiest offering 



short memory games like 
concentration and bingo. Before 
playing any game you can query all 
the cards or objects you see on the 
screen, and hear French phrases 
describing them. 

The beginner and medium 
levels are easy and fun, and 
probably a good way to learn some 
lingo. Each little quiz can be 
played over and over, with 
different combinations of 
vocabulary coming together. The 
click-listen, click-play formula gets 
tiring, even in the more complex 
games, but it’s not bad if you want 
quick lessons for the kids. 

The top level replaces games 
with short dialogues presented 
through comic book style screens. 
Click the voice bubbles and you 
hear what’s said. You can slow 
down the speech if necessary. 

A very big failure of I Speak 
French , however, is its real lack of 
variety in its multimedia aspects. 
It’s all voices and pictures, but 
would be far stronger if it had a bit 
of animation. A section with some 
interesting narrative wouldn’t have 
gone amiss, and although the title’s 
I Speak French , some written 
material might have helped too. 

I Speak French is a good basic 
introduction to the language that 
you can pick up and put down 
anytime. But although it has quite 
a variety of things to do, it can 
quickly become boring. If price is 
the issue, though, there can’t be 
too many complaints.

nduring, experimental 
and eccentric, Brian 
Eno has been expected 
on the CD-ROM music 
r scene for a long time. 
Nevertheless, his career of 
unpredictability has ensured 
no-one could guess quite what he’d 
come up with. 

Headcandy is for people with 
minds wide open and hungry for 
sweet brainfood. 

Basically, it’s like a CD-ROM 
version of a chill-out video that 
you might see in a dance club. 
You’re meant to put it on, sit back, 
and float into your own thoughts 
through mists of changing 3D 
patterns and colours, on waves of 



gentle music. Um. . . if you’re into 
that sort of thing. 

The instructions tell you to 
turn off the lights and put on the 
prismatic glasses that come in the 
box (extra pairs can be ordered for 
parties). Sitting 7-20 feet from 
the screen, you then let Headcandy 
take full effect. 

Slow, mutating rhythms 
emerge - in CD stereo - and the 
ambient music melds in your head 
with the swirling, multi-coloured 
images. The only identifiable 
objects to appear are a brain and an 
eyeball; the rest are intricate, ever- 
warping images, multiplied and 
spread across your field of view by 
your prismatic specs. 



Finally, Brian Eno and his music burst on to 
the CD-ROM stage. Garrick Webster 
stretches his skullcap and tries to chill out 
with Headcandy... 



But how, you might wonder, 
can you click your mouse if you’re 
20 feet from the computer? Well, 
with Headcandy you rarely need to. 
It’s not an interactive disc, and 
that’s why its distributor, BMG, 
has cut the price from £40 to 
£19.99. Nonetheless, the music 
and changing patterns work very 
well, and certainly managed to fill 
my mind - nearly to bursting. 

The soft, quiet and relaxing 
Castro Haze is the best piece of 
music, and is similar to Eno’s early 
ambient work like Another Green 
World. Unfortunately, this track is 
accompanied by gaudy, flashing 
visuals, entirely unsuited to the 
music. Rather than soothing you, 
it makes your eyes ache and water. 
Another worrying thing is that the 
instructions actually recommend 
that you turn the audio off and 
listen to your own music on a 
stereo instead. 

But to make it plain, both the 
music and visuals on this disc are 
weird. So if Brian Eno’s past solo 
music is not your piece of cake, 
then chances are you won’t be 
impressed by Headcandy. If you’re 
an Eno fan, however, you’ll eat it 
up and hunger for more.

The latest addition to 
the genre this month comes from 
Gametek’s Saturday Night Live , so 
we thought we’d take a brief look 
at some other comedy-based discs. 

So how do you get a computer 
to make people laugh? Three of 
these discs take a similar approach, 
basing their content on video 
performances of jokes or sketches. 
While this seems to be the ideal 
solution, there are three major 
drawbacks. Firstly, it’s difficult to 
fit much video on a CD - 
explaining, perhaps, why Saturday 
Night Live requires two discs. 

Secondly, the video picture is 
inferior to that expected by punters 



familiar with full-screen TV. And 
finally, it’s difficult to structure 
these clips in any meaningful way; 
all too often, video extracts are 
merely strung together ‘as is’, 
offering the viewer nothing more 
than a videotape would. 

To find out how well our 
contenders dealt with these 
obstacles, and how the fourth disc 
avoided them by taking an entirely 
different approach, read on... 

. . .but before you do, I’d like 
to mention one title we haven’t 
looked at here, because we recently 
reviewed it. Monty Pythons 
Complete Waste of Time is an 
enjoyable disc that manages to 
capture the anarchic spirit of the 
original comedy series. 

In terms of presentation, it has 
more energy and imagination than 
all these discs put together, so if 
any of these reviews seem a little 
downbeat, remember, it’s only by 
comparison with the rather fine 
Monty Python title. 

Anyway, on with the show. . .

It’s all relative 



aking people laugh is 
pretty difficult if they 
don’t know what you’re 
talking about. Similarly, 
the more an audience can 
recognise themselves in a situation, 
the more likely they are to find it 
funny. This is why, presumably, most 
professional comedy centres around 
areas of life that everyone has in 
common, notably sex, relationships 
and family life. 

It's All Relative deals exclusively 
with the last of these categories 
(relative, geddit?). Jokes about mums, 
dads, aunts, grandparents and even 
nieces are told by professional stand- 
up comics in the now-familiar teeny 
video window. 

This choice of subject matter 
works well; there’s plenty of scope for 
variety, but the topic is narrow 
enough to strike a chord with most 



viewers. There’s none of the dated or 
culturally- specific humour that lets 
down some of the other discs we’ve 
looked at this month. 

The extracts are all taken from 
live routines, so they’re well- 
performed and feature a handy 
audience laugh track to prompt you 
when you really don’t ‘get’ it. They’ve 
all been well-chosen, too; just lengthy 
enough to give you a real taste for 
each individual performer’s style 
without becoming boring. 

Although Emo Philips was the 
only artist that I’d heard of, each of 
the 54 performers (all of them 
American) was talented and 
experienced. I was even prompted to 
try to get hold of some further 
material by a couple of them. 

And that’s pretty much all there 
is to it - no background information, 
no messing about, just a few video 



clips indexed by topic. You can 
choose to incorporate them into a 
screen saver, which throws up clips at 
random to prevent screen burn-in. 

It’s an amusing diversion, but I can’t 
really see myself using it. 

It's All Relative is certainly the 
best-designed of the four discs we’ve 
looked at this month. Saturday Night 
Live is more daringly presented, but 
doesn’t quite pull it off. 

But despite the fact that I 
enjoyed It's All Relative for a little 
while, and most of it is actually pretty 
funny, I don’t think that’s really 
enough. It’s certainly no more 
entertaining or interesting than a 
videotape of the same material 
would be. Fun, then, but ultimately a 
little disappointing.

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It’s a funny old world

hat kind of joke does an 
accountant tell? How 
about a carpenter? Or an 
actor? They’re all here - 
Funny features 84 different 
people from many walks of life (but 
nearly all of them white Americans, 
mostly involved in the media). 
Between them, they tell 93 jokes and 
stories of varying quality and length, 
from the “Take my wife - please” 
snappiness of Henny Youngman to 
the Kim Philby-related reminiscences 
of Murray Sayle. 

It’s often noted how difficult it is 
to do anything worthwhile in the tiny 
video window so beloved of many 
CD-ROM productions. But here the 
format really does suit the content. It 
lends these performances a kind of 
immediacy, and accentuates the sense 
of intimacy carefully cultivated during 
the filming. 



The pleasure you get from 
spending time with Funny is not, on 
the whole, through the jokes 
themselves, although a couple of 
them are good enough to raise a 
genuine laugh. It’s the personalities 
of the joke- tellers that keep you 
enthralled, as they reveal themselves 
through their narratives. 

Posture, accent, gestures, 
emphasis - all these work to create a 
series of revealing and fascinating 
portraits. In the time it takes to tell 
the shortest joke, you can give away a 
huge amount of information about 
yourself, and that’s what makes this 
disc so interesting. Often, the video 
will run on just a little before and 
after the actual telling, to enhance the 
atmosphere of intimacy and give us 
another level of insight into the 
performer’s personality. 

The clips can be accessed in a 



number of ways. You can sit back and 
watch Funny, the Movie, which 
strings them all together into a 
feature-length film. You can set up a 
screen saver module that’ll play 
through a selection of jokes when you 
stop using your computer. Or - the 
most sensible way to use the thing - 
you can choose your own jokes and 
view them one at a time. 

Choose your method of 
classification - by genre, rating, teller 
or subject - then move on to a sub- 
menu and look at jokes about 
religion, say, or those told by people 
with blonde hair, or those that are 
particularly rude (of which there are a 
great deal - Funny is definitely not 
for the prudish). It’s fun. You never 
know what you’re going to turn up, 
and it all runs very smoothly. 

The problem is that there’s only 
a limited amount of film footage to 
view, and although you will come 
back to some of the excerpts, it’s 
difficult to imagine anyone watching 
them time and again. But it’s still an 
entertaining and well put-together 
package. It's All Relative is funnier, 
but Funny has more charm.

© here's nothing funny 
about shelling out fifty 
quid for a CD-ROM that 
offers no more than an 
hour’s intermittent 
amusement. And there’s nothing 
funny about taking a selection of brief 
video clips, slapping a hastily- 
designed interface over them and 
calling it ‘a multi-media experience’. 
Strange, then, that this new release 
should find itself in the ‘comedy’ 
section, when there’s so much about 
it that isn’t very funny at all. 

Conceived to celebrate the 20th 



anniversary of America’s most 
notorious comedy show, Saturday 
Night Live had an enviable resource 
of classic material to draw upon. 

And, indeed, there is some excellent 
stuff here - John Belushi in his 
prime; Dana Carvey in his element; 
Dan Ackroyd and Chevy Chase 
actually being funny. 

But the show’s unique qualities 
just aren’t conveyed successfully 
through the short video snippets that 
form the bulk of this double-disc set. 
The fundamental problem is that 
most of the comedy is character- 



based. Out of context, the excerpts 
have no time to build their characters 
into anything substantial. Instead, 
they’re just an empty succession of 
silly faces and strange catchphrases. 

Only the commercial spoofs 
manage to adapt to this new digital 
environment. Short and self- 
contained, there are around ten of 
these subversive adverts, and they 
supply most of the actual laughs the 
set has to offer. 

The quality of the video image is 
generally good - the discs were 
developed by the producers of the TV 
show who had access to the master 
tapes. But a small window can never 
have the same impact as a full-screen 
videotaped recording. 

Basically, Saturday Night Live is 
about as ‘interactive’ as a video 
recorder remote control. 

The interface manages to be 
both mundane and misleading; the 
content is patchy and unengaging. 
Saturday Night Live is an almost 
amateurish multimedia experiment 
that fails to work on any level. The 
only person laughing is the guy who 
charges £50 for this disaster.

O his guy walks into a bar 
with a cat and a dog. The 
bartender says, “What’ll 
you have?”

“I can’t believe it”, says the 
bartender. “Your dog can talk!” 

“Don’t let him fool you”, says the 
guy. “The cat’s a ventriloquist.” 

But seriously folks. . .Welcome to 
the wacky world of A Million Laughs , 
the comedy database on CD-ROM. It 
stores 175,000 gags (or so it claims - 
I didn’t feel inclined to count them). 

The subjects are alphabetically 
indexed, from Aardvarks to Zoos, 
and you can search swiftly to find the 
perfect joke for any occasion. You can 
enter complex search parameters and 
look, for example, for jokes about 
‘jobs’ and ‘health’. 



There’s a wide variety of humour, 
but unfortunately much of it isn’t 
very funny. Gags are grouped by type 
-jokes, riddles, limericks, one-liners, 
quotes, puns, insults and toasts - and 
vary from the familiar (“The main 
penalty for bigamy is having two 
mothers-in-law”) to the bizarre. 

Some of the material is nonsensical - 
if you can work out why “Hyenas are 
found in Africa, Harry laughed” is 
funny, please write in and tell me. 

There are lengthy anecdotes and 
brisk one-liners; groan-inducing puns 
and surprising bons mots. Any disc 
that can move swiftly from a limerick 
about a young girl from Gloucester 
(they couldn’t defrost her) to a 
reflective piece from Dorothy Parker 
must have something going for it. 

And, although many jokes don’t 
work, there are plenty that do. With 
175,000 to choose from, you’ll soon 



come across something that tickles 
your fancy. Most of those I tried in 
the office raised either groans or 
outright abuse, but a few managed to 
induce laughter. 

That’s not to say that A Million 
Laughs doesn’t have its problems. 
Many jokes are repeated, sometimes 
with slight variations to indicate they 
were culled from several sources. And 
there are technical niggles too, like 
the way the contents screen resets to 
the start of the ‘A’ index after every 
browse, or the fact that you can’t 
modify your search parameters if they 
fail to turn up any finds; you’re just 
taken straight back to the main index. 

Hardly a million laughs, then, 
but a good few chuckles. And that’s 
got to be worth something.

he first time I saw Jaws , 
I was terrified. Okay, I 
was only ten at the 
time, but I was wary of 
Weston-Super-Mare for 
years afterwards. So I 
waited in fear and trepidation 
to see what Sharks ! would reveal. . . 

Your journey into the 
unknown begins in an observation 
vessel, with the intermittent echo 
sounder occasionally breaking the 
gentle burbling of the ocean. It 
seems a shame to disturb the 
atmosphere by introducing sharks 
into the vicinity. 



But this is what you are here 
for, and if you want to know about 
sharks, you’ll love this. There’s an 
“ocean of fascinating facts” waiting 
to be viewed through the windows 
of your vessel. 

There are several options for 
you to choose from. I headed for 
the Video Gallery, which is full of 
shark ‘movies’. You can even watch 
Peter Benchley, the author of Jaws , 
talking about the film. He no 
longer sees sharks as the villains, 
however: for every person killed by 
a shark, 47 2 million sharks are 
killed by man. Whew! 



Flick through the other 
sections, and you’ll see facts and 
pictures galore, and of course, the 
obligatory Ask the Experts section. 
And much as I hate the things, 
there’s no mistaking that these guys 
(and girl) are true shark enthusiasts. 
In case you have any doubts, there’s 
a biography of each expert, so you 
know you can trust what they say. 

The disc is nice to look at, and 
easy to use. You can jump about 
looking up related material. And it 
covers virtually everything you could 
possibly want to know, including 
common questions and 
misconceptions. 

If you get sick of peering out of 
the small windows to look at 
pictures, you can click on a 
magnifying glass to enlarge them to 
full screen size. You can also do this 
with the video screen, although it 
results in poorer quality. 

Sharks! has a few drawbacks. 
The search facility ignored the 
words I put in, and I had to scroll 
through the index to find specific 
subjects. As for narration, you only 
hear it when the videos run, and the 
sound quality on the Peter Benchley 
interview wasn’t too hot. 

I have to admit, I spent most of 
my time flicking idly through the 
disc, because although it looks nice, 
there was nothing to grab my 
attention. If you’re not a shark fan 
already, it won’t convert you.

The best part of the disc is the 
main menu, an office waiting to be 
explored.

A The main menu gives you a chance to snoop about an office, just as if you were a 
real CIA investigator. But you’ll find there’s little of interest hidden here. 



information on Berlin, Bolivia, 
Chile, Cuba, Indonesia, Iran, Italy 
and Vietnam. There’s lots of heavy 
text to plod through, and you can 
watch several narrated videos, but 
the sound and picture quality are 
poor, and sometimes the video 
runs out while someone is 
speaking.This may be a fault in the 
Beta version which will be rectified 
before general release. 

Return to the main menu and 
you can sneak a look at the files 
lying on the desk, containing CIA 
History, Spying Methods and 
Structure. Lots of text here, and a 
few dull pictures. The only items 
of interest are the double agents. 

CIA - The Secret Files does 
have lots of information, but it 
isn’t particularly interesting, and 
doesn’t reveal anything new. It also 
contains John Ranelagh’s book, 

CIA -A History , which you can 
read in text format. But this isn’t 
enough to hold your attention, and 
although it tries be unbiased, you 
do get a distinct feeling that it’s a 
celebration of the glorious victory 
over Communism. 

The disc lacks many features 
now common on CD-ROMs.

The cross- 
referencing is poor and, on our test 
version at least, crashed in places. 
Hypertext links are few and far 
between. Both need brushing up 
before it’s released. 

If you really want to know 
about the CIA, buy John 
Ranelagh’s book instead.

Colour palette 

When I use a graphics editing 
program to load 256 colour 
images ( I have a 256 colour 
Windows driver installed), 
wallpaper images and any 
others displayed often show 
incorrectly, but the Windows 
title bars and other bits never 
look strange. Why is this? 

P Tripps, Coventry 



Microsoft reserves 20 colours from the 
256 in 256 video drivers and these are 
used for Windows standard bits and 
pieces, such as title bars - is the short 
answer. Sixteen of them are the 
original default DOS colours plus 
medium grey, eggshell white, olive and 
a powder blue. The 48 default colours 
available from the Color tool in Control 
Panel include these plus a random 
collection of solid and dithered 



colours. Some dithered colours are so 
good you can only tell by looking at 
the Color/Solid box in the Define 
Custom Colors dialog box. 

This clearly leaves 236 colours to 
play with. Inevitably, when trying to 
display two or more different 256 
colour images, each with its own 
palette, something has to give. 
Windows video drivers should give 
priority to the window with the focus, 
and allow everything else to slide. 

Of course, even 236 unique 
colours may not be enough, so in 
exceptional cases programs can take 
254, leaving just black and white 
unchanged. A few do. More often, the 
extra colours will be dithered. 

Windows 95 

Am I going to have to upgrade 
to Windows 95 when new 
versions of applications are 
released for it? It's taken me 
long enough to get used to the 
vagaries of the present version. 

G Higgins, Lowestoft 

No. Windows 95 native applications 
will be 32-bit against the current 16- 
bit Windows programs. However, these 
32-bit versions come with the Win32s 
files required to enable them to run 
under existing versions fof Windows. 

Don't write Windows 95 off before 
it arrives, though, it will have 
advantages for all users - for exam pie, 



it will run even existing programs 
faster. We're talking about the kind of 
speed gain you would get by upgrading 
your PC from a 386 to a 486. It's 
noticeable, and you don't get the same 
kind of speed gain running a 32-bit 
application under Windows 3.xx. 

Memory-no problem 

I have a book on Windows that 
advises not using Windows 
wallpaper because it uses up 
so much memory. Is this really a 
problem? I like wallpaper. 

T Patel, London 

No, it's a myth. The problem isn't so 
much system memory, of which most 
people have enough. Under Windows 

3.0 wallpaper produced a big hit in 
Windows resources, three tiny but 
important 64K memory chunks. The 
resources reported in About on the 
Program Manager Help menu is always 
the resource heap hardest hit. 

Under 3.0 the hit was in the GDI 
heap, and as large as 10 per cent. 

Under 3. 1 this was restructured and 
wallpaper uses the User heap. You will 
probably find loading wallpaper 
doesn't reduce reported Windows 
resources at all. 

Impressed 

I've been totally impressed 
with your coverdiscs so far, but 
I have a problem with Video 
for Windows. I installed version 

1.1 from your issue 7 disc, but 
now video clips won't work on 
my PC.

Many new multimedia disc releases 
run with the new version 1. 1 oA/ideo 
for Windows. However, some people 
have had problems running it on their 
PCs. First of all, check that you're 
running Windows in a screen 
resolution of 640x480, or 800x600, 
with a colour depth of 256 colours. 

This usually cures the problem, but if 
all else fails you'll have to revert to the 
olderVideo for Windows 1.0. 

Unfortunately, the backward 
'downgrade' is not completely 
straightforward, as you cannot simply 
install the old version over the new 
one. First of all, you'll need to delete 
two files from your Windows System

sub-directory manually. These are 
called AVIFILE.DLL and AVICAP.DLL; 
you can delete them with Windows 
File Manager or straight from DOS. 

Now you can re-install Video for 
Windows 1.0 from one of your older 
CD-ROM discs. Microsoft is due to 
bring out an interim release oA/ideo 
for Windows 1.1 shortly, which should 
cure the problems. 

PIF files 

Despite having upgraded to a 
new Windows PC I have a lot of 
DOS applications I must 
continue using - I support 
several voluntary organisations 
that use older, low cost PCs 
unsuitable for running Windows 
but perfectly good for running 
DOS word processors, etc. I 
understand it's best to run DOS 
applications from Windows 
using a PIF file. How do I do it? 

D Kidd, Birmingham 

Most DOS applications will run in the 
default DOS box anyway, but Windows 
also knows about many DOS programs 
and can automatically create 
individual PIF files for them along with 
an icon in Program Manager from 
which to run it. 

After installing the DOS 
application on your new PC, run 
Windows Setup from the Main group. 
From the Options menu choose Set Up 
Applications and fill in the resulting 
dialog box.

some point one clever chap will 
discover that whole colonies are 
disappearing and that the reason 
is simply that the Krellans are 
breeding us humans as food for 
the inhabitants of their home 
planet.

It’s an interesting plot, but 
sadly, one that leads us into 
rather a mediocre game. It’s not 
bad by any means, but unlike 
many classic CD titles, I could be 
shown this in six months time and 
won't for the life of me be able to 
remember what it's called or what 
it’s about. The problem is lack of 
originality. Anyone who's familiar 
with console games such as 
Desert Strike (or for that matter, 
any PC owner who's ever played a 
flight simulator) will immediately 
know the score.

he recent influx of 
poor CD-ROM 
titles has been 
quite admirably 
counterbalanced by 
a wave of good 
quality software.

traditional methods of creating a 
moving racetrack, and goes 
straight for the complete full- 
motion video option. That's right: 
it's a revolutionary racing game in 
which the backdrops are real.

They're 
just video footage being replayed. 
And what's more, presumably to 
save memory, the quality is kept 
at that very specific level which 
makes the game appear as though 
it were being viewed through a 
rather generous helping of extra 
thick vegetable soup. 

So Cyclemania looks a mess 
but, as we're so fond of saying, 
it's gameplay that counts. 
Unfortunately, the game also gets, 
if not a thumbs down, then a 
fairly wobbly thumbs 
horizontal. 

To be utterly fair to 
them, the 
programmers have 
managed to fuse the 
real-time racing 
action and the video 
backdrops with a 
certain degree of success. 

But control-wise the game is 
extremely shaky and, what's even 
worse, it's far too easy.

It’s an almost inconceivably 
good game. Much has been said 
about X-Wing] it monopolised last 
year's charts and remains one of 
the top-selling PC games. But this 
new CD edition is even better. 

For the unitiated, X-Wing is a 
space combat simulator set in the 
Star Wars universe which 
combines neat presentational 
touches with nigh-on perfect 
gameplay. A deep concern for 
strategy and plot are effortlessly 
added to a brilliant action game 
to produce a pulse-poundingly 
unique experience. 

This new edition sends the 
game screaming into a whole new 
level of excellence, though. The 
graphics have been updated to 
impressive effect, and digital 
sound effects elevate the 
presentation still further. Great 
new features like the digitised 
voices of stars from the movies 
are added seemingly as an 
afterthought. 

Then there are a whole slew 
of missions to explore. Not only 



do you get all those from the 
original game, along with both 
the expansion sets - Imperial 
Pursuit and B-Wing - there are 
six entirely new challenges, giving 
a value-for-money total of 122. 
There's one problem - for some 
reason, the map function now 
takes an unacceptably long time 
to access. But this is the only flaw 
in a beautiful glittering diamond 
of a game. I love it. 

Masterpiece 

If futuristic thrills of space 
combat aren't quite your cup of 
tea, you might find yourself 
excited by Dawn Patrol, the new 
World War I flight simulator from 
Rowan Software. Like X-Wing, it's

an exceptional disc; superb 
graphics and frantic action are 
matched by real depth.

It's all the more 
gripping for taking place in a 
lovingly researched, totally 
authentic historical setting.

With 13 aircraft to fly 
in more than 150 missions, Dawn 
Patrol is, simply, a masterpiece. 

Deep

Again, like 
Dawn Patrol, this has a rigorous 
historical grounding. It even 
features video footage of 
interviews with surviving Second 
World War aces, along with a 
whole wealth of background 
articles and resources. 

And when it comes to the 
game itself, Aces of the Deep 
performs almost as well as Dawn 
Patrol. The graphics are certainly 
up to scratch: the rolling waves, 
in particular, are queasily 
effective. There are plenty of 
atmospheric sound effects, and 
the gameplay, although slightly 
slower-paced, is no less gripping. 
It might sound facetious to 
describe this submarine game as 
'deeply' enjoyable, but that's 
exactly what it is.

Things are getting pretty tough 
this month here in Gomes Scene, 
because so many great discs have 
all come along at once that it's 
difficult to give them the space 
they deserve. 

Take the All New World of 
Lemmings. Like everyone else, I 
loved the original. Lemmings had 
the perfect mixture of strategy 
and action that I personally find 
so appealing. It was simple to 
play, but incredibly taxing. The 
second game was much more 
complicated, and suffered slightly 
as a result. But All New World of 
Lemmings is a superb follow-up. 

The graphics are much 
improved; there's more variety; 
and the lemmings themselves are 
significantly bigger. And there's a 
happy compromise between the 
simplicity of the first game and 
the complexity of the second, 
with a much greater emphasis on 
action-orientated gameplay.

to the well-recorded dialogue 
that enlivens every moment of the 
game, you know that this is a disc 
of quality. 

You'd expect nothing else, of 
course, from Westwood Studios, 
but this is still a fine effort. The 
backgrounds are lovely and the 
puzzles original and interesting. 
My only quibble is with the 
humour. Much of the dialogue is 
meant to be funny - there's even 
a laugh track should you forget at 
any time - but nothing ever really 
strikes a chord. 

I can't help feeling that the 
overall tone of the piece, even 
though it's clearly intended to be 
slightly disorientating, is a little 
too alienating. But it's all good 
stuff nonetheless. 

Nostalgia 

If you're of an adventuring frame 
of mind, with a little streak of 
nostalgia to boot, you could do 
worse than check out TheZork 
Anthology, a new compilation of 
classic Infocom text adventures. 
There are six games on the disc - 
Zork I, Zork II, Zork II, Beyond Zork, 
Zork Zero and Planetfall. 



Although they appear 
primitive, and none more so than 
in the light of state-of-the-art 
adventures like the 
aforementioned Kyrandia 3, these 
titles still have plenty of 
entertainment value to offer the 
patient and imaginative player. 
Conjuring up fantasy worlds 
through text alone is no easy task, 
but these titles manage to pull it 
off with aplomb. 

The previously-released Lost 
Treasures of Infocom is a similar, 
but much larger, compilation: this 
new anthology could well be a 
better buy, because it's much 
cheaper and, to be honest, the 
novelty value of text adventures 
will wear off well before you've 
got through these six, let alone 
another dozen. 

Authentic 

More retrospective re-releases 
now, with the CD-ROM edition of 
Campaign, another historically 
authentic game from Empire 
Software, who published the 
similarly detailed Dawn Patrol. 



We're in the midst of the First 
World War this time, though, but 
there's still just as much 
background information. 

This rather creaky strategy 
game has been given a full 
multimedia makeover, with 
photographs, maps and digitised 
speeches, even a full hypertext 
history of the war. As if that 
weren't enough, you'll find 
postcards, posters and maps 
inside the box. 

But all this doesn't disguise 
the fact that this is hardly a 
ground-breaking new wargame; 
the graphics are less than 
enticing, and the gameplay a little 
too complex for novices. But once 
you get into it, you'll find a 
passable strategy challenge, if 
you're willing to suspend your 
disbelief for a little while. It's no 
nowhere near as good as Battle 
Isle 2, though. 

So, that's it for another 
Games Scene. Believe it or not, 
next month is already promising 
to be even more packed with top 
titles... see you there!

Jon Smith believes critics are too ready to rap 
what's emerging before its wings have unfolded... 



hey do go on, don’t 
they? These jaded 
gamesplayers who 
constantly bemoan 
the lack of 
‘interactivity’ in 
CD-ROM titles. For many 
months, reviewers have 
indicted CD-ROM games with 
a monotonous ferocity that has 
now infected all quarters of the 
industry, from the publishers to 
the consumers. Knocking 
CD-ROM has become 
something of a bandwagon; a ' 
soft target for fashionable 
cynics. Merely 
show them an 
animated intro 
sequence and 
they’ll throw their 
hands in the air 
and try to tell you 
that everything’s 
gone downhill 
since Space 
Invaders. 

The fact of the 

matter is, I like animated intro 
sequences. I enjoy impressive 
graphical effects, and relish the 
cinematic potential of the 
medium. Yes, Under A Killing 
Moon has its problems, but I 
still had a whale of a time with 
it; I can’t wait for Wing 
Commander 3 next month, and 
My st is, as near as dammit, the 
best thing ever. 

The truth is, simply, that 
games are evolving. The kinds 
of games that we used to play - 
shoot-’em-ups, platform 
games, puzzle games and the 
like - are merging and 
mutating into new, untried 




forms. And I, for one, am 
intensely glad; there’s been a lot 
of dead wood in the games 
market recently, and a new 
broom should work wonders. 

The prejudice arose when 
early titles - The 7th Guest 
being the most infamous 
example - promised a 
revolution in entertainment, 
then managed to deliver only 
part of their manifesto. No one 
would deny that ambitious 
games like The Lawnmower 
Man and Quantum Gate were 
seriously flawed, in both 

conception and 
execution. But, 
come off it guys, 
people are learning 
from these 
mistakes. And 
what’s more, they’re 
learning quickly. 

I believe that, 
entering 1995, we 
are about to reach a 
watershed. 

Experiments with CD-ROM as 
a gaming medium are meeting 
with more and more success, 
both critically and 
commercially. As the 
proliferation of drives increases, 
it is inevitable that CD-ROM 
games will come of age; that 
the much-vaunted ‘interactive 
movie’ will finally become a 
successful reality. 

Will it come from a major 
corporation, or a small band of 
outlaws? Will it be one on disc 
or nine? I don’t know. But 
when it gets here, it’ll be great. 

And I’m going to be first 
in the queue to play it. End u
